€t  GENTLEMEN, 

ic  We  take  on  ourfelves  to  anfwer  your  Tetter,  j 
though  addrcfled  to  onr  Syndics  who  have  not  as 
yet  been  chofen,  as  onr  new  States  arc  net  entirely  3 
organized.  The  thtej  orders  of  this  province  pie-  1 
iented  fome  time  ago  to  his  Majefty,  a  new  pro-  J 
vincial  CoirftiLUtion,  fiee  from  the  many  errors  oi  j 
the  obfolete  one,  wliich  has  fince  received  his  molt  1 
gracious  approbation  and  fanclion. 

“  You  aikus,  gentlemen,  what  were  the  motives  * 
which  formerly  determined  the  inhabitants  ol  this 
province  to  fend  deputies  to  the  States  General ;  as 
you  feein  to  fear  left  the  right  of  granting  fubfidies 
in  our  provincial  aflemblies,  which  you  hold  in 
common  with  us,  fhould  be  infringed. 

“  The  people  of  Dauphice  reprefen  ted  in  their  > 
provincial  llates,  it  is  true,  have  the  right  of  with-  J 
holding  or  granting fuhfi dies  to  the  monarch  ;  it  is  j 
equally  true  that  we  might  find  in  our  ancient  char-  | 
ters  fome  plaufihle  pretence  for  not  fending  depu-  J 
ties  to  the  States  General,  and  perhaps  for  exempt-  '4 
ing  ourfelves  from  paying  onr  ihare  of  fjch  gener-  j 
al  taxes  as  areimpofed  by  the  majority  of  national  j 
deputies  ;  hut  fortunately  the  inhabitants  of  this  , 
province  have  never  thought  it  would  be  advan-  ; 
tageous  not  to  aftiftthe  nation  with  their  councils,  ] 
whenever  fhe  is  deliberating  on  her  moft  impor¬ 
tant  concerns.  Whether  the  antient  States  of 
Dauphine  have  ever  recorded  their  reafons  for  ft) 
doing,  is  more  than  we  can  fay,  the  Stales  having 
never  been  called  fince  the  year  1628,  and  though 
this  period  is  not  very  diftant,  yet  we  have  obfer- 
ved  nothing  in  their  proceedings  relating  to  tliofe 
deputies  ;  but  we  find  in  tliofe  of  the  States  Gener-  ^ 
al,  held  in  1484, 1588  and  1614  manifeft  proofs  that  I 
we  were  then  reprefented.  Tliofe  who  think  they  1 
held  a  feperate  meeing  as  deputies  from  an  inde¬ 
pendent  State,  entertain  a  moft  palpable  error ; 
they  voted  with  thofe  of  the  other  provinces  in 
1384,3s  well  as  in  the  three  laft  ones. 

u  Dauphine  is  not  the  only  province,  v/hichtho’ 
it  enjoyed  the  rights  of  granting  or  withholding 
fubfidies  in  its  particular  States,  yet  fubmi  te  l  to 
the  national  deliberations  ;  Provence,  Languedoc, 
Bretagne,  Normandy,  &c.  have  formerly  given  the 
fame  example. 

What  advantage  could  this  province  reap  from 
not  fending  deputies  to  the  States  General  ?  Could 
its  inhabitants  flatter  themfelves  with  the  idea  of 
pofleiling  more  wifdoin  and  purfuing  the  fteps  of 
a  founder  policy,  than  the  whole  nation  aflemblcd  ? 
Ate  we  not  obliged  to  contribute  our  fhare  of  the 
'  cxpenfes  necellary  to  the  preservation  of  order  and 
publick  tranquility,  as  well  as  to  the  fafety  of  the 
kingdom  ?  Become  independent,  could  we  find  a-  9 
^ong  ourfelves  a  greater  degree  of  ftrength,  w  ith  | 
which  to  oppofe  the  fiiares  of  intrigues,  and  repel  \ 

™ encroachment  of  authority  ? 
u  Whilft  an  individual  may  hold  up  his  char-  J 


ters,  and  fometimes  oppofe  them  fucccfs fully  to  the 
rapacity  of  power,  can  he  at  the  fame  time  difpenfe 
with  attending  national  aflemblies,  met  to  deliber¬ 
ate  on  the  remedies  required  by  the  calamities  and 
general  diftrelles  of  the  nation  ? 

u  Until  now,  gentlemen,  France  has  not  had  a 
pofiiive,  nor  a  fixed  Conftitution,  fufliciently  de¬ 
fined  to  guarantee  the  refpeCtive  rights  of  the  fo 
vereign  and  of  the  fubjeefts  ;  hitherto  the  provin¬ 
ces,  the  different  orders,  nay  the  very  individuals 
have  been  too  widely  feparated  ;  no  bond  of  real 
union  has  ever  exifted  between  the  parts  oftliisvaft 
whole.  Each,  circumfcribed  within  the  narrow 
circle  of  their  own  private  concerns,  have  not  re¬ 
flected  how  much  their  divifion  led  them  to  inabi¬ 
lity  and  weaknefs,  and  how  much  their  exclufive 
attention  to  their  particular  privileges,  made  them 
neglect  national  and  individual  liberty,  as  well  as 
the  rights  of  private  property  ;  lienee  the  ltrong 
tide  of  power  has  progreilivcly  fwallowed  up  every 
thing. 

“  Provinces  ought  never  to  have  feparate  inter- 
efts  hut  w  hen  they  form  federal  republieks,  each 
poflefling  a  fo  vereign  power  :  In  a  monarchy,.' we 
never  can  be  free,  uudefs  impelled  by  the  fame 
views  and  clofely  united,  in  order  to  maintain  in 
its  full  vigour,  the  general  Conftitution. 

u  Lotus  forget  what  we  have  been,  in  order  to 
think  more  attentively  on  what  we  wifh  to  be  ; 
Frenchmen  enjoying  under  a  King  a  proper  fhare 
of  freedom  ;  Avhen  the  Rcprefentatives  of  this  great 
nation  are  met  to  deliberate- 011  tlie  bell  means  of 
healing  her  wounds,  on  tliofe  of  preferring  to  the 
throne,  that  ncceflary  fhare  0f  fplendour  and  dig¬ 
nity  ;  on  thofe  of  paying  tlie  debts  of  the  ftate  ; 
on  tliofe  in  fliort  of  leading  France  towards  that 
fumm it  of  power  and  glory  ’ to  which  nature  has 
called  her  ;  we  are  well  allured,  gentlemen,  that 
then  both  tlie  Beavnois  and  Daupliinians,  will  not 
be  the  laft  to  appear  and  offer  rheir  lionell  tribute 
ojf  counfels  and  perfonal  fervices. 

“  We  are  of  opinion,  gentlemen,  that  you  ought 
not  to  conlidcr  as  an  inaefeafible  privilege  that  of 
granting  in  your  particular  States  the  necellary 
lublidies.  There  is  no  province  in  the  kingdom, 
nay  no  town  or  borough,  hut  what  at  fome  time 
or  other  has  enjoyed  the  fame  rights,  the  welfare 
of  the  great  community  to  which  we  belong,  and 
the  ncceility  of  rendering  the  holdings t lie. btates 
-Gene* *:il  frequent  and  Indifffc  nitble,  mult  hence¬ 
forth  become  our  great  and  leading  principle. 
The  only  privilege  which  provincial  States  ought  j 
to  enjoy,  is  the  laying  and  collecting  fucli  taxes  as  | 
may  be  granted  by  the  great  national  aflembly,  in- 
fpeetiiig  their  own  publick  works.  How  could 
thofe  inferiour  provincial  aflemblies  know  the  real 
wants  of  the  ftate  ?  How  could  they  obtain  fuffi- 
cient  knowledge  of  the  national  finances  ?  How 
could  they  oppofe  fuflicient  barriers  to  unjuft  pre- 
tenfions  ?  If  the  Beamois  and  the  Daupliinians, 
really  and  fincercly  mean  to  become  free,  let  all 
France  become  freealfo,  then  the  freedom  of  each 
province  will  be  under  the  fafeguard  and  guaran¬ 
tee  of  the  whole.  We  mull  defpair  of  ever  ob¬ 
taining  a  complete  fyftem  of  national  rights  and 
privileges,  if  we  mean  to  retain  any  of  our  old 
|  ones,  but  thofe  w  hich  may  not  be  incompatible  with 
I  the  General  welfare,  and  not  detrimental  to  the 
reft  of  onr  fellow  citizens  ;  henceforth  this  exten- 
five  kingdom  lmift  be  our  country;  the  more  wife¬ 
ly  governed  we  fhall  be,  the  dearer  it  will  become 
to  us.  Let  us  therefore  lay  aftde  thofe  obfolete 
|  ideas  ;  let  us  give  up  what  was  merely  partial  and 
local,  and  form  but  one  wide  extended  family. — 
Bearnois,  Daupliinians,  Bretons,  Normands,  Pi¬ 
cards,  Lorrains,  let  us  all  glory  in  becoming  truly 
Frenchmen,  let  us  feel  and  fulfill  the  duties  which 
that  name  impofes  on  us,  and  fly  without  delay  to 
the  aftiftance  j  nd  relief  of  our  dear  country.

HIS  MAJESTY’S  SPEECH. 

“  GENTLEMEN, 

“  THE  manifold  proofs  I  have  lately  had  of 
your  knowledge  and  abilities,  as  well  as  of  your 
zeal  and  publick  lpirit  have  determined  me  to  meet 
you  again.  #  | 

“  ]  have  appointed  the  beginning  ofthe  follow¬ 
ing  year  for  holding  the  States  General  of  my 
kingdom,  and  you  may  reft  allured  that  my  heart 
Impatiently  waits  for  the  moment,  when  furround- 
ed  by  the  ’rcprefentatives  of  lhy  Faithful  fubjeeftr, 

I  fhall  have  it  in  my  power  to  devife  and  confult 
with  them  on  the  be  ft  means  of  healing  the  wounds 
ofthe  State,  and  without  weakening  the  authority 
which  1  have  received  from  my  people’s  future 
happinels  ;  as  long  as  I  Lvc,  fucli  will  bethc  prin¬ 


cipal  aim  of  all  my  actions,  and  of  my  beft  w  ifhes. 

“  But  before  the  Convocation  of  tliofe  States  is 
to  take  place,  I  wrilli  to  confult  you,  gentlemen,  on 
the  moft  eligible  mode  of  rendering  that  impor¬ 
tant  meeting  as  ufeful  to  my  kiligdom  as  polhble. 
For  that  purpofe,  I  have  Ordered,  that  every  infor¬ 
mation,  and  papers  which  may  tend  to  elucidate 
the  principle  object  of  your  meeting,  llymldbe  laid 
before  you.  I  am  confident  that  your  zeal,  the 
celerity  of  your  debates  and  deliberations,  will 
liaften  the  completion  of  this  important  talk,  for 
which  I  have  called  you  together,  and  that  your 
labours  will  deferve  all  my  confidence,  and  anfwer 
the  expectations  of  the  publick.’* 

SPEECH  ofrhe  KEkflER  ofthe  SEALS. 

“  GENTLEMEN, 

(i  THE  Notables  of  the  kingdom  have  never 
been  called  but  on  the  molt  urgent  occurrences, 
and  in  confequence  of  the  moft  important  circum- 
ftances,  it  is  in  tliofe  momentous  ones,  that  a  mo¬ 
narch,  whofe  firft  wifh  is  the  publick  good,  loves 
to  meet  the  wife  councils  of  his  people,  and  to  fur- 
round  himfelf  with  tlie  light  of  their  knowledge. 

“  Such  has  been  the  conduift  of  thofe  of  our  10- 
vercigns  whofe  names  have  been  handed  down, 
and  are  exhibited  to  their  fucceflors,  as  patterns 
of  good  kings  ;  Inch  was  the  conduct  of  that  mag¬ 
nanimous  one,  whofe  memory  becomes  dearer 
every  day,  as  we  trace  his  \  irtues  in  tlie  heir  of 
his  throne. 

u  The  convocation  of  the  States  General  will 
become  one  of  the  moft  memorable  events  of  his 
reign  ;  what  greater  boon  could  the  nation  expetft 
from  his  goouiiefs  and  juftice  ?  But  the  tender  fo* 
licitude  of  his  Majefty  is  not  limited  to  the  meer 
calling  of  this  great  aflembly  ;  he  viflies  alfo  to  re¬ 
move  every  obllacle,  to  fmooth  cvely  difliculty 
wrhicli  can  pollibly  be  forefeen.  He  wants  to  know 
which  is  the  moft  perfect  mode  of  calling  them, 
and  that  which  may  become  the  moft  ufeful  to  the 
people.  Infteador  trufting  to  his  own  wifdoin,  or 
applying  to  the  advice  of  his  council  for  the  in- 
velligation  of  this  qu  eft  ion,  rendered  Hill  more 
momentous  ^by  the  great  number  of  yeais  clapied 
fince  the  meeting  of  the  laft  aflembly,  as  w  ell  as  by 
the  increafe  which  the  kingdom  has  vecehed  fince, 
his  Majefty  requires  that  you  ftiould  let  him  know 
wliich  are  the  fureft  means  of  accomplifliing  the 
me  ft  arduous  meafure  of  his  adminill ration,  and 
at  the  fame  time  the  one  moft  interefting,  as  hav¬ 
ing  for  its  objecfl  the  publick  felicity. 

“  The  King  comes  in  the  nndft  of  you  gentle¬ 
men  to  hear  the  voice  of  the  nation,  henceforth  to 
be  tile  bafis  of  publick  opinion,  to  derive  from  your 
collective  wifdoin,  information  and  fentiments, 
fome  part  of  his  power  and  peculiar  happinefs  ; 
the  luccefsful  trial  he  has  already  made  of  it,  en¬ 
courages  and  juft  ilies  his  confidence. 

“  That  you  may  be  enabled  at  one  glance,  to  per¬ 
vade  the  v/liolc  extent  of  the  bufinefs  which  you 
have  to  run  over,  and  adopt  fome  precife  ideas 
concerning  the  various  points  of  difquifition  which 
will  be  propofed,  his  Majefty  has  ordered  his  Mi- 
nifter  of  the  Finances  to  lay  before  you  a  fei  ies  of 
queflions  to  which  he  expects  the  moft  explicit  anf- 
wers.  This  meafure,  as  plain  as  it  is  natural,  will 
greatly  facilitate  yourlabours  and  by  circum (bribing 
them  within  proper  bounds,  will  enable  you  with¬ 
out  delay  to  meet  the  juft  impatience  of  the  mon¬ 
arch  to  know  your  opinions. 

u  It  will  be  a  glorious  talk,  gentlemen,  thus  to 
have  prepared  the  way  for  the  convening  this  great 
and  folemn  afiembly,  which  will  be  truly  conft  itu- 
tional — an  aflembly  from  w  hofe  wifdom,  and  falu- 
tary  determinations,  the  people  of  this  kingdom  cx- 
pe(ft  to  derive  a  degree  of  energy,  ftrength  and 
luftre  hitherto  unknown. 

Haften  therefore  to  undertake  and  fulfil  thofe 
honourable  functions  : — The  eyes  of  the  whole  na¬ 
tion  are  already  turned  tow  ards  you,  while  flie  re¬ 
collects  with  gratitude  the  proofs  you  gave  in  the 
year  1  78  7,  of  your  zeal  and  of  your  finccre  affcCtion 
to  the  true  interefts  of  the  ftate. 

c<  Ye  minifters  of  the  altar,  whole  virtue  and 
learning  France  has  long  fince  refpedted  and  ad¬ 
mired,  you  will  diftinguifli  yonrfelves  no  doubt, 
by  that  aptitude  to  bufinefs  which  is  due  to  your 
ltudious habits,  by  that  fpirit  of  love  and  concilia¬ 
tion  which  fprings  from  the  holy  religion  you  teach. 

u  And  you,  generous  nobility,  wliofc  hereditary 
honours  and  military  fervices  have  been  fo  ufeful 
to  the  monarch,  as  well  as  to  the  monarchy,  fliew 
by  the  wifdom  of  your  councils,  that  you  are  as  fit 
to  watch  over  the  internal  regulations  of  the  pub¬ 
lick  weal,  as  to  defend  it  by  your  valour  and  your 
courage. 

“  Firft’  magiftrates  of  the  kingdom,  you  who 
prefide  over  thofe  venerable  and  ancient  corps, 
learned  expofitors  and  refpeCtable  depofitories  of 
our  laws,  what  may  not  the  nation  expeCt  from 
your  confummate  experience,  your  well  known 
zeal,  alid  your  attachment  to  thofe  maxims  on 
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which  arc  f  punned  the  reciprocal  happinefs  of  the 
Prince  and  of  his  people. 

“  You,  heads  of  thofe  numerous  clafies,  which 
by  their  labours,  induJlry  and  activity,  are  the  main 
props  of  empires  ;  His  ivlajelty  expects  that  youi 
meditations  and  reflections  on  this  important  fub- 
jeCt  will  be  conllantly  directed  towards  the  publick 
good. 

“  Yes,  gentlemen,  in  whatever  rank  of  fociety 
yon  may  be  placed,  the  molt  intimate  connections 
bind  you  to  every  conifitucnt  part  of  the  State. — 
Publick  felicity  calls  you  here,  and  here  clofely 
unites  you  ;  tltis  noble,  this  great  and  pervading 
fentiment,  which  is  that  of  the  nation,  will  preiidt 
over  all  your  difquilitions  and  debates. 

“  You  will  follow  this  fal ut ary  objeCt  through¬ 
out  all  its  meanders,  with  the  utmoit  precifenefs 
and  accuracy  ;  you  will  fpare  no  pains  to  remove 
thofe  obftacles  from  the  mode  in  which  the  States 
General  are  to  be  convened,  and  to  prevent  thofe 
frivolous  debates  which  formerly,  and  particularly 
in  1614,  took  up  and  waited  l'o  many  moments 
which  might  have  been  more  ufefully  employed. 

t€  Gentlemen,  you  never  will  loofe  fight  of  the 
fimple  and  affeifting  idea,  that  the  inhabitants  ol 
this  kingdom  confliturc^mt  one  great  fan'#;  ,  that 
therefore  we  can  have  but  one  and  the  fame  inter- 
ell  to  meliorate  and  purfuc,  but  one  and  the  fame 
honour  to  prefers7  e  and  to  keep;  that  if  the  augult 
chief  who  now  prcfidcs  here,  owes  himfelf  elien- 
tially  and  entirely  to  the  happinefs  of  all,  if  he  is 
the  natural  conciliator  of  all  parties,  and  proteCtor  of 
thofe  privileges  and  immunities  which  have  been 
placed  under  his  cave,  he  has  therefore  the  mcfl 
undoubted  right  to  your  lo\e  and  rcfpcift. 

“  Thus  called  together,  thus  admitted  into  Ills 
mo  ft  intimate  councils,  by  the  confidence  he  rc 
pofes  in  yon,  lie  has  every  rcafon  to  expert  that 
your  enlightened  zeal,  your  bell  information,  like 
the  j iifl  tribute  of  filial  piety,  \v  ill  be  offered  uyj  as 
a  generous  and  grateful  return  for  the  tcjulernefs 
and  alreCtion  of  a  father.”

PROCEEDINGS  cf  CONGRESS. 


In  the  HOUSE  of  REPRESENTATIVES  of  the

Wednesday,  Aran.  15,  1789. 

"JV'J’R.  Tucker  preferred  a  petition  from  Doctor 
T  7  A  Ra  msa  y, of  Cher  leflon,  S.  C.  requelling  Con- 
grefs  to  fecu**e  to  him  his  property  in  the  Hi  for; 
of  the  Revolution  of  South-Carolina.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  take  up  the  fubjeCl  at  large,  and 
report  a  bill  upon  general  principles. 

A  memorial  of  Jo  h  n  Churchman  was  introdu¬ 
ced  by  Mr.  Shcrman — it  refpeefted  Mr.  Church¬ 
man’s  new  difcovcrics  in  the  111  ague  tick  va¬ 
riation  which  have  been  announced  to  the  publick 
— this  was  referred  to  the  Committee,  appointed 
on  Dr.  Ramfay’s  petition. 

Mr.  Tuckj-  R  prefented  a  memorial  alfo  from 

Doctor  Ram  say— - SubjeCt,  the  ineligibility  of 

the  lion.  William  Smith  to  a  feat  in  that  Houfe, 
as  he  was  not  qualified  in  point  of  refidence,  net 
having  been  feven  years  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  previous  to  his  clccftion — a  requifite  of  the 
Conllitution. 

Mr.  Tucker  introduced  the  memorial  with  a 
gveat  degree  of  delicacy.  He  obferved,  that  he 
wii'bcd  to  be  Conftdercd  as  aching  entirely  official/) 
in  the  hufinefc,  and  that  it  might  be  treated  with 
the  utmofl  attention,  as  the  gentlemen  were  both 
highly  rcfpeCtable  in  their  characters — Dr.  Ram- 
lay  was  a  gentleman  of  extenfive  reputation,  and 
ranked  high  in  the  State  to  which  he  belonged. — 
Mr.  Smith  alfo  was  a  gentleman  who  fullaincdthe 
fairell  character,  and  had  often  received  rcfpecla- 
hle  marks  of  diltinClion  from  his  fellow  citizens. 
His  election  w  as  contellod  merely  upon  conflitu- 
tional  principles. — His  appearance  in  that  houfe 
fulHcieutly  indicated  that  he  had  never  forfeited 
the  elleem  of  his  fellow  citizens. 

This  memorial  was  referred  to  the  COMMIT¬ 
TEE  Or  ELECTIONS. 

Mr.  Boudikot,  of  the  committee  to  prepare 
rules  for  conducting  Conferences,  reported — the 
con  fid  oration  of  which  was  poftponed. 

Mr.  13 1  N  s  o  n  of  the  committe  appointed  to  confer 
with  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  upon  the  fubjeCl 
of  arrah  cements  for  the  reception  of  the  PRESI¬ 
DENT,  snd-VICE-PRESIDENT,made  the  follow  ¬ 
ing  report,  to  w  it. 

That  Mr.  Osgood,  the  proprietor  of  the  houfe 
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That  u  Committee  of  tw  o  members  from  the  Se¬ 
nate,  and  three  members  from  the  Houfe  ot  Rc- 
prelentatives,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Houfcs  rtf- 
peCtively,  wait  on  the  Vice- Prefident  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  as  foon  as  he  lhall  come  to  this  city, 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Congrefs  of  the  United 
Mates,  congratulate  him  on  his  arrival. 

The  faid.  report  being  conlidered,  was  accepted. 

A  letter  from  the  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Hate  of 
New-york,  addrelled  to  the  Speaker,  was  read,  in¬ 
forming  that  John  Beckley,  Efq.  Clerk  ot  the 
Houfe  of  Reprelentatives,  had  appeared  before  him, 
and  taken  the  oath  required  by  the  Conllitution. 

In  committee  of  the  whole  houfe,  the  Order  of 
the  day  was  refumed,  by  proceeding  to  fill  the 
blanks  in  the  Rcfolve,  as  follow,

On  the  fubjeeft  of  Steel,  a  debate  enfued.  Mr. 
Lee  moved,  that  the  article  be  flruck  out  of  the 
enumera  tion. 

Mr.  Tucker  was  in  opinion  with  Mr.  Lee. 

Mr.  C l y MtR,  and  Mr.  F 1  t z s i  m  o  n  s ,  were  for 
j  the  duty. 

On  the  one  hand  it  was  contended,  that  this  duty 
would  create  a  monoply  in  favour  of  a  few  manu 
faifturers,  no  ways  conducive  to  the  general  advan¬ 
tage — that  it  w  ould  bear  hard  upon  the  agricul¬ 
tural  intereft,  as  it  was  an  inclifpenfible  article  in 
the  fabrication  of  implements  of  hufbandrv,  &c. 

On  the  other  it  was  alledged,  that  three  hundred 
tons  had  been  manufactured  the  year  pail  in  Penn 
fvl  vania  alone — That  further  encouragementw  ould 
produce  fiifiicicnt  quantities  for  the  confumption 
of  the  Union — and  although  it  might  operate  a 
little  unequally  at  firft,  the  fame  objection  lay  a 
gainft  encrealiitg  every  branch — but  that  this  was 
an  evil  that  carried  its  own  remedy  with  it^for 
every  producti  ve  bufinefs  was  foon  overdone,  and 
the  article  then  diminifhed  in  value — That  it  was 
r  lie  duty  of  the  Houfe  to  go  upon  general  princi 
pics,  and  net  to  bebiafledby  partial  interefts/ when 
a  nicafure  appeared  to  be  evidently  crdculated  to 
promote  naiional  objeCts — that  when  the  w  hole 
fyftem  fhould  be  brought  into  operation,  there 
w  ould  probably  be  a  balance  of  mutual  advantages 
derived  to  individual  States. 

The  queflion  being  taken  011  Mr.  Lee’s  motion, 
it  w  as  loft. 

On  Cables  and_tarred  Cordage,  a  duty  of  50  cents 
pr.  huml.  w  - - — - 

On  untarred  do.  60  cents  pr.  hund.  wt. 

On  Twine  and  pack  Thread,  one  dollar  pr. 
hund.  wr. 

An  Impofc  on  Hemp  w  as  mentioned,  and  urged 
by  fomc  obfervations  from  Mr.  Scot — but  gentle¬ 
men  were  not  fufliciently  prepared  toafeertain  the 
amount  that  might  be  expedient — it  w  as  according¬ 
ly  deferred.

Houfe  met  agreeably  to  adjournment. 

The  Bill,  providing  the  mode  of  taking  the  oath, 
or  alfirmadon,  required  by  the  Conflitution,  was 
read  the  fecond  time,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  W  h  it  c, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  whole  houfe, 
and  made  the  order  of  ihe  day  for  Monday  next. 

A  committee  of  five  was  then  balloted  for, who  are 
to  join  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  to  receive  the  Pre- 
iident  on  the  Jerfcy  fhore,  and  attend  him  to  this 
city, Mr.  Bo u p  1  n o t,  Mr.  Bland,  Mr. Benson, Mr. 
L a w rencf,  and  Mr.  Tucxer,  were deeded.  Mr. 
Gilman,  Mr.  A  m  f  s ,  and  Mr.  Gerry,  were  appoint¬ 
ed  a  committee  to  wait  011  the  Vice  Prefident,  on  his 
arrival,  and  congratulate  him  in  the  name  of  the 
two  Houfes. 

In  committee  of  the  whole, on  the  (late  of  the  uni¬ 
on,  the  committee  proceeded  to  fillup  the  blanks 
in  the  rcfolve. 

HEMP — Mr.  Gi  l  m  a  x  propofed,  that  this  article 
be  IHuck  out  of  the  enumeration. 

Mr.  Hartley — I  am  oppofed  Sir,  to  an  excefllve 
duty  upon  this  article:  Hemp  is  a  raw  material, 
which  we  fhould  find  ourfelves  very  much  diftrefled 
for,  fhould  we  lay  a  heavy,  or  prohibitory  tax  upon 
it ;  the  production  of  this  article  in  the  country, 
bears  no  proportion  to  its  confumption  ;  nor  can 
gentlemen  determine  with  any  degree  of  precifion, 
when  (hat  w  ill  be  the  cafe.  We  have,  Sir,  already 
laid  a  duty  upon  Cordage,  which  will  operate  as  a 
protection  to  our  manufacture  of  that  article,  and 
if  we  now  tax  Hemp  exorbitantly,  wrc  (hall  in  a  mea- 
fure  defeat  our  own  purpofes.  Befides  Sir,  this  will 
be  a  mod  improvident  meafure,  as  it  refpeefts  fhip 
building — and  furely  we  do  not  mean  to  lellbn  the 
navigation  of  our  country.  Upon  the  general  prin  - 
ciple,  Mr.  Hartley  concluded  in  favour  of  a  fmall 
duty,  not  more  than  5  pr.  cent,  as  on  the  general 
mafs  of  articles. 

Mr.  Moor  e  was  in  favour  of  a  high  duty — his  ob¬ 
fervations  were  couficlerably  lengthy,  but  w  ere  not 
dillindlly  heard  by  the  editor. 


Mr.  IIlIstlr  obfeived,  that  from  the  Weflern 
country,  large  quantities  of  this  article  were  to  be 
expected:  He  propofed  therefore  a  fmall  dutyfhould 
be  laid  for  the  interim  between  the  prefent  time, 
and  the  next  harveft,  after  which  the  lmpoll  flionld 
be  enhanced,  fo  as  to  afford  encouragement  to  the 
I  railing  this  important  article. 

•  Mr.  W  hue  oppofed  fa  iking  out  the  article— 
Kemp, he  obferved,  was  a  plant  that  might  be  raifed 
!  many  quantities,  efpecially  in  the  Weilern  coun¬ 
try,  the  foil  of  which  w  as  peculiarly  adapted  to  its 
growth.  Agriculture  was  an  object  of  immenfe im¬ 
portance  ;  'Government  would  undoubtedly  patron¬ 
ize  it — Fie  therefore  propofed  75  cents  pr.  hund.  as 
a  moderate  duty  on  this  article. 

Mr.  Partridge  fpake  in  favour  of  a  moderate 
duty,  for  coniidering  the  article  as  a  material,  ne- 
cellary  to  the  exiftence  of  an  important  manufacture 
— the  high  price  it  bore  in  ioreign  markets,  ihould 
induce  a  rcafon  for  a  very  low  lmpoll — he  therefore 
propofed  40  cents  pr.  hund. 

Mr.  Lawrenci — 1  am.  Sir,  eppefed  to  a  great 
Impoft  upon  Hemp  :  It  is  certain  that  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  that  article  in  the  States,  bears  no  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  demand.  This  State,  Sir,  manufactur¬ 
ed  three  hundred  ton r  the  year  pail — and  not  more 
than  forty  tons  w  ere  raifed  among  ourfelves.  We 
cannot  be  fupplied  from  our  own  produce  with 
fufficient  quantities  at  prelent.  I  he  duty  on  Cor¬ 
dage  is  fufficient,  and  will  operate  to  the  encourage¬ 
ment  w'iihcd  for  in  the  railing  of  Hemp.  If  his  in- 
formation  was  juft,  the  gentleman  obferved,  that 
Cordage  could  be  imported  as  cheap  as  Hemp,  or 
!  nearly  lo  ;  a  duty  therefore  on  the  latter,  would 
induce  the  importation  of  the  former,  to  the  total 
dilcouragement  of  the  manufacture.  He  conclu. 
ded  therefore  by  moving,  that  the  duty  fliould  be 
40  cents  pr.  hund. 

Mr.  Goodhue  was  in  favour  of  40  cents  ;  there 
w  as  a  material  difference  between  Hemp  and  Cor- 
;  dage,  as  gentlemen  had  obferved,  and  the  differ- 
i  ence  between  the  duties  ought  to  bear  foine  pro- 
]  ticn. 

j  Mr.  Boudinot  fail,  that  as  every  article  ofiiu- 
j  portation  w^ould  doubtlefs  bear  r.n  lmpoll  of  at  lcall 
1  5  pr.  cent,  and  the  propofed  duty  amounted,  ac- 
j  cording  to  the  prefent  price  of  Hemp,  exactly  to 
]  that  fum,  lie  Ihould  be  in  favour  of  40  cents,  for  that 
j  reafon  ;  but  as  it  w  as  already  a  fpecified article,  to 
j  give  it  diftinCtion  as  fucli,  without  materially  en- 
1  hancing  the  duty  from  5  pr.  cent,  and  that  Coir.- 
j  merce  and  Manufacture  might  mutually  aiiiil  each 
]  other,  he  would  propofe  50  cents. 

|  Mr.  Hartley  fuggelled,  that  in  lieu  of  a  duty 
]  on  foreign  FIcmp,  to  encourage  the  growth  of  it  at 
I  home,  it  might  be  eligible  to  offer  a  bounty  on  the 
latter  :  FIc  was  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  the  laft 
expedient  would  be  preferable  to  the  inipolinga 
!  tax  on  Flemp  imported. 

i  Mr.  Moore  again  advocated  an  enhanced  duty. 

Mr.  W hite  alfo,  to  the  fame  point,  adverted  to 
the  Weilern  territory — fuggelled  the  policy  of  con- 
1  ciliating  the  affeCtion  of  out  brethren  inthatcoun- 
j  try,  and  of  making  favourable  imprcflions  refpedt- 

!*  ing  the  adminiftration  of  the  New  Conllitution. 
Mr.  Scot — Sir,  Commerce  and  Agriculture  are 
fo  clofely  allied,  that  whatever  is  injurious  to  one, 
I  equally  affrCls  the  other  ;  they  mull  be  united.— 
In  vain  does  the  Farmer  till  the  foil,  and  bring  his 
produce  to  market,  unlefs  the  Merchant  is  ready  to 
take  his  articles,  at  a  reafonable  rate. — In  vain 
docs  the  Merchant  plan  his  voyages  to  diftant 
climes,  unlefs  the  labour  of  the  'Hulbandman  fur- 
]  nilhes  him  with  the  neceflary  remittances. 

Agriculture  is  the  natural  refort  of  the  great 
body  of  our  countrymen.  The  eftablifhraent  of 
Manufactures  may  be  .neceflary  to  America,  in  a 
time  of  w  ar,  but  their  profecution,  upon  a  gener¬ 
ally  extenlive  fcale,  is  nottobe  expeCted,  whilethe 
boundlefs  traCts  of  uncultivated  lands  that  extend 
thoufands  of  miles  weflwmrd,  offer  on  eafy  fupport 
to  the  poorer  dalles  of  people — and  for  a  long  time 
to  come,  we  cannot  expecltovie  with  the  European 
manufacturers — Agriculture, therefore,  is  the  great 
object  that  Ihould  arreft  our  attention.  Flemp  is 
an  article,  the  growth  of  which,  if  encouraged  by 
the  general  government  of  the  United  States,  quan¬ 
tities  may  be  raifed  in  the  Weftern  country  to  an 
unlimited  amount — Its  tr^uifportation  is  eafy,  and 
the  price  it  bears,  w  ill  w  arrant  its  being  brought 
from  a  great  dillancc.  Should  but  a  hope  be  held 
out,  that  the  inhabitants  of  thofe  regions  may  hope, 
that  Congrefs  will  take  this  article  under  their  pa¬ 
tronage,  it  will  not  be  long,  before  the  mouth  of 
the  Millilippi  will  be  delivering  immenfe  quanti¬ 
ties,  which  from  the  interior  country,  fhall  come 
floating  upon  its  waters — Mr.  Scot  was  therefore 
in  favour  of  7$  cents  pr.  hund. 

Mr.  M addison  here  made  fome  obfervations, 
which  we  could  not  diftinCtly  hear  :  He  was  op¬ 
pofed,  however,  to  a  high  duty,  and  propofed  4> 
cents. 

Mr.  Smith,  Maryland,  was  in  favour  of  40  cents, 
as  a  temporary  duty,  and  propofed,  that  after  two 
years,  the  lmpoll  fhould  be  one  dollar,  or  100  cents 

pr.  hund.  wt. 

Upon  taking  the  vote  it  palled  in  favour  of  S° 
cents  pr.  linnet. 

The  articJeMalt  w  as  dutied at  Tocentspr.  bulhel. 
Mr.  Amfs  propofed  the  articles  of  Barley  and 
Lime  Ihould  he  added  to  the  general  enumeration 
— which  being  voted  in  the  aUirrilative,  B  arley  p!- 
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bufliel  was  (Juried  6  cents— Limejpr.  lid.  ioo  cents. 
n4i1s,  Spikes,  Tack  and  Biads,  were  ilie  next 
articles.  Thcfe  Mr.  Lee  proposed,  fiiould  be 
(truck  out — and  was  feconded  by  Mr.  Maddifon, 
and  Mr.  Bland  :  The  latter  gentleman  obferved, 
that  it  would  operate  as  an  intolerable  burthen 
upon  the  Soutliei  n  States,  efpecially  as  the  quan¬ 
tities  which  are  manufactured  in  ionic  of  the  States, 
are  not  adequate  to  the  demand  of  thole  States. 

Mr.  Gcodhu.  fuppefed,  that  the  quantity  which 
now  was,  or  enfily  might  be  made  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Mailacliufetts  was  equal  to  the  demands 
of  the  Union. 

Mr.  Amfs — Sir,  I  am  in  favour  of  the  articles 
being  retained  in  the  Refoh  e  ;  to  ftrike  them  out 
would  be  to  ftrike  at  one  of  the  belt  and  molt  ac¬ 
commodating  manufactures  that  could  pollibly  be 
eltablilhed.  It  is  now  nfual  in  Mailacliufetts,  for 
houfe  keepers  in  the  country  towns,  to  ereFt  a  fmall 
for<re  in  their  chimney  corners,  and  in  winter, and 
on  evenings,  when  no  other  work  could  be  done,  it 
is  almoft  incredible,  what  quantities  of  Nails  are 
made,  even  by  children.  Tftcfe  Nails  are  produced 
in  fach  quantities  that  the  exportation  of  them  is 
become  a  very  considerable  branch  of  Commerce,  j 
And  lhall  we  difeourage  fo  ufeful,  lb  extenfive  a 
manufacture  :  Every  principle  of  policy  forbids 
ir.  Manufactures  in  Europe  and  America  are  upon 
quite  different  foundations  :  In  Europe,  neceffty  is 
a  competent  ftimulous  ;  but  with  us,  every  en¬ 
couragement  is  neceflary,  to  prop  and  cheiilh  our 
infant  attempts — he  was  therefore  againfl  the  mo¬ 
tion. 

Mr.  Sh  ermak  obferved,  that  as  onr  country  a- 
bounded  in  iron,  the  manufacture  under  debate, 
was  profecutcd  with  perhaps  greater  advantage, 
thanalmoft  any  other — that  it  promoted  an  inter- 
courfe  with  the  neighbouring  States — Connecti¬ 
cut  for  inftancc,  which  mnnuiaClured  this  article 
to  a  large  amount,  bartered  the  nails  for  nail- 
rods,  with  their  neighbours  in  the  State  of  New- 
York,  he  was  therefore  oppofed  to  the  motion. 
.Mr.  Tucker,  Mr.  Partridge  Mr.  Fitzfimons,  and 
Mr.  Carrol,  feverally  It  eke  upon  the  motion — 
which  was  finally  withdrawn. — Tacks  and  brads 
were  then  ftruck  out,  and  one  cent  per  pound 
duty,  wasimpoied  upon  nails  andfpikes. 

Salt  was  the  next  article  read,  to  which  Mr. 
Burk?  and  Mr.  Hue  fr  were  feverally  oppofed  to 
afleffing  any  duty,  as  ir  would  opeiate  veiy  une¬ 
qually  upon  the  fouthern  Governments,  where 
the  price  was  greatly  enhanced  by  very  extenfive 
land  carriage. 

Mr.  Lawrancf  obferved  that  a  tax  upon  fait, 
would  be  equal  through  the  States,  and  as  it  was 
an  article  cn  which  a  certain  revenue  could  be 
realized — he  was  of  opinion  that  a  duly  of  fix 
cents  per  bufhel  w  ould  not  le  buithcnfome,  he 
therefore  propofed  that  film. 

Mr.  Tucklr  expatiated  upon  the  unequal  opc-^ 
ration  of  this  duty — and  the  extreme  injury  it 
would  produce  to  the  poorer  part  of  the  people  in  I 
the  fo m her n flat es,whofe  fate  would  be  extremely  fe-  | 
vere,  deprived  of  this  neceliary  article — already 
fo  high  with  them  that  it  w  as  fcarccty  attainable,  j 
—He  was  decidedly  oppofed  to  any  duty  what-  j 
ever.  j 

Mr.  Scot, — the  article  of  fait, Sir,  is  transported  S 
to  adiftance  of  500  miles  from  the  atlantic  Ocean,  ; 
and  cannot  be  procured  nearer — chief  of  the  way  J 
on  horfeback,  two  bafkets  to  a  load.  Four  dollars  ! 
a  bufhel  is  the  price  of  this  article  w  here  I  live. —  j 
Sir,  to  add  to  this  exorbitant  price  by  a  tax,  w  ould 
in  iny  opinion  be  impolitick  at  this  early  period 
ofihe  national  Government,  it  may  be  our  wif- 
dom  to  make  the  the  moil  favorable  impreflions 

upon  the  minds  of  the  back  country  people - 1 

do  not  pretend  to  the  gift  of  prophecy,  but  the 
effects  ofaineafure  of  this  kind  would  certainly 
he  unfavorable  upon  the  minds  cf  thofc  people — 
nature  it  fhould  feem  had  fufficien tly  taxed  tliis 
article  by  the  difficulties  fiie  threw  in  the  w  ay  of 
obtaining  it  by  a  great  proportion  of  mankind. — 
Mr  Moore  faid  fome  thing  upon  the  fubjeFt,  but 
we  could  not  diilinctly  hear  him. 

Mr.  Smith  of  (South  Carolina)  was  oppofed  to 
the  duty — and  combated  it  by  a  variety  of  obfer- 
'ations  which  hadreferrence  principally  to  the  local 
circum fiances  of  South  Carolina — its  attachment 
to  the  Conflitution — the  expefi five  land  carriage, 
«c.  &c.  but  as  the  time  had  clapfcd  and  no  prof- 
pe Ft  appearing  of  bringing  the  fubjetft  to  an  im¬ 
mediate  decifion,  Mr.  Lawrence  moved  that  tlie 
committe  fhould  rife. -

Mr.  La wr am ci — lam  not  convinced,  Sir,  by 
ail  that  has  been  urged  upon  the  fubjeFt,  of  the 
inexpediency  of  a  duty  upon  this  article — Upon 
the  general  principle,  this  article,  it  is  true,  will 
c,011  e  m’  b.m  xv^len  it  is  ccnfidered  that  it  is  our 
to  avail  ourfelves  of  the  moll  productive  four- 
cesjDf  Revenue .  When  it  is  confidered  that  this 
^utv  will  operate  more  equally  than  fome  others, 
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hy  reafon  of  the  greater  confumption  for  the  pur- 
pofes  of  luxury  than  will  be  confumed  by  the 
poor — confidering  alfo,  the  low'  price  at  Which 
3 alt  is  imported,  it  mull  be  confefied  a  very  e- 
ligible  fource  of  revenue.  It  has  been  laid  that 
it  w  as  opprelfive,  and  would  be  as  edious^as  a  poll 
tax.  As  to  its  being  opprelfive,  he  could  not  con¬ 
ceive  of  it,  as  the  quantity  confumed  by  families 
upon  an  average,  did  not  exceed,  perhaps,  three 
bufhels  per  annum  ;  which,  at  fix  cents  was  little 
more  than  one-lixtli  of  a  dollar  a  year;  and  it  was 
very  well  known,  that  a  poll-tax  was  common  in 
fome  of  the  States,  and  had  been  fo,  time  imme¬ 
morial,  and  no  greater  complaint  cxilled  as  tc 
that  denomination  of  taxes,  than  againil  others — 
The  truth  was,  all  taxes  were  odious,  and  were 
fubmitted  to  from  principle  and  necelhty.  In  the 
Southern  governments,  it  has  been  faidj  that  the 
heavy  land  carriage  of  this  article,  wfould  inhance 
its  value  beyond  all  toleration — To  this,  it  might 
be  replied,  that  whatever  the  price  of  Salt  might 
be,  the  impoll  would  be  uniform,  and  not  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  price  of  the  article,  let  Salt  be 
cheap  or  dear,  llill  fix  cents  only  w  as  the  propofed 
duty;  and  if  from  local  circumltances,  fome  parts 
of  the  Union  paid  an  excelfive  price  for  a  particu¬ 
lar  article,  llill  it  lay  with  them  very  much  to 
lefien  the  price  and  diminifh  the  amount  of  the 
duty  by  retrenchingthe  confumption  of  fuch article. 
At  any  rate, it  was  morally  certain,  that  a  balance 
would  be  produced  upon  the  w  hole,  when  the 
fyltem  lhould  be  completed  ;  by  the  States  upon 
the  fhores  of  the  Atlantic  confuming  many  arti¬ 
cles  on  which  heavy  duties  would  be  a  defied,  and 
which  were  not,  and  would  not  be  made  ufe  of, 
in  the  inland  parts  of  the  country — A  tax  upon 
this  article  liacl  exilled  for  fome  time  in  this  State, 
and  was  collected  with  the  fame  eafe  with  other 
duties  :  1  here  were  other  objeFtions  anfwered  by 
Mr.  Lawrance  ;  his  replies  were  to  the  point,  and 
he  concluded  by  wilhing  that  the  article  might 
not  be  erafccl. 

Mr.  Maddison  was  in  favor  of  the  duty;  he 
confidered  the  fubjeFt  upon  the  principles  of  juf- 
tice  tmd  policy,  and  from  both  determined  that 
the  propofed  duty  w  as  eligible  ;  he  w  as  howeve 
in  favor  of  a  fmall  one,  but  could  by  no  means 
think  of  leaving  the  article  out. 

Mr.  Huntingdon  adverted  to  the  facility  and 
punctuality  with  which  a  great  revenue  was  raif- 
ed  from  this  article  in  European  countries — the 
duty  propofed  was  low,  and  in  a  great  majority  ol 
inltances,  would  be  borne  by  tlrofe  who  were  bell 
able  to  pay. 

Mr.  White  oppofed  the  article’s  beiug  conti¬ 
nued  in  the  refolve,  or  a  duty’s  being  iinpofed  on 
it — His  cohllituents  expected  relief  from  the  ope¬ 
ration  of  the  New  Government,  this  would  be 
confidered  as  a  great  burthen,  and  have  a  very 
maufpivious  influence.  t*ive  pet  cent  he  was  in 
favor  of  ;  but  the  propofed  fum  amounted  to  al- 
1110ft  33-3  per  cent. 

Mr.  Scot  was  in  oppofition  to  the  continuance 
of  the  article  in  the  lift,  and  obferved,  upon  the 
aflertion  that  had  been  made  refpeFting  the  pco- 
f  pie  in  the  Weftern  country,  not  confuming  many 
jj  articles  which  the  fea  ports  paid  a  heavy  duty  up- 
[  011,  that  every  article  of  luxury,  both  of  Europe, 

'  the  Eailand  Weft  Indies  had  found  their  way  500 
j.  miles  inland  ;  and  that  according  to  their  proper- 
j  ty,  the  people  in  thofe  regions,  confumed  their 
f  lull  proportion  of  luxuries  :  He  wras  therefore  for 
*  expunging  the  article,  as  he  dreaded  the  conle- 
quences,  which,  in  his  opinion,  would  refult  from 
an  inipoll  that  would  be  confidered  in  fo  odious  a 
light. 

Mr.Fitzsimons  obferved,  that  juftice  wras  the 
great  principle  that  fiiould  influence  thedecifions  of 
that  Houfe;  that  it  would  be  a  poor  compliment  to 
the  judgment  and  patriotifm  of  their  conftituents, 
to  fuppofe  that  their  attachment  to  good  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Conflitution,  depended  upon  a  cir- 
cumftance  cf  this  nature  :  He  did  not  think  it  was 
in  human  juftice  to  adopt  a  tax  lefs  injurious  to 
\  the^poor;  he  conceived  that  no  people  upon  earth 
l  had  higher  fentiments  of  juftice  than  the  people 
!  of  thele  States  ;  and  as  fo  great  a  fum  as  nearly 
I  ioooco  dollars  might, according  to  a  calculation  he 

!had  made,  be  railed  with  eafe  upon  this  article  ; 

he  w  as  oppofed  to  expunging  it,  and  hoped  the 
j  duty  of  fix  cents  w  ould  obtain. 

1  he  queftion  being  taken,  it  was  voted  not  to 
expunge  the  article. 

Mr.  Goodhue  then  moved  that  a  draw  back 
w  fhould  be  allow  ed  on  fait  ufed  for  the  Fifiieries, 
rr^.l  provifions — this  palled  in  the  affirmative. 

It  w  as  then  voted  that  the  duty  on  fait  fhould  be 
fix  cents  per  bufhel  ;  on  manufactured  Tobacco, 
fix  cents  per  lb.  on  Snuff,  ten  cents  per  lb. 

Mr.  Carrol  then  propofed  that  window  and  o- 
ther  Glafs,  fhould  be  added  to  the  general  lift  of 
articles :  This,  after  fonie  debate,  was  acceded 
to,  and  ten  per  cent  advalorcm  wras  voted  upon 
window  and  all  other  glafs.  After  confiderable 
further  debate,  the  committee  voted  that  a  duty 
of  feven  and  half  per  cent  advalorem,  fhould  be 
laid  upon  all  writing,  printing  and  wrapping  Paper 
and  pajle-board ,  walking  flicks  and  horfe-whips, 
clothes  ready  made,  and  gold  and  filver,  and 
plated  ware,  jew  ellery  and  pafte  work,  and  upon 
all  coaches,  chariots,  and  other  four  wheeled  car¬ 
riages,  duty  of  fifteen  per  Cent  advalorem. 


Upon  morion  tlic  committee  then  role,  and  the 
Speaker  refumed  the  chair.  A  letter  was  then 
read  from  the  Hon.  senate  enclofing  two  orders. 

A  report  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to 
determine  upon  the  mode  of  conducting  confer¬ 
ences  ;  alfo  refpeFting  the  election  of  Chaplains. 

- This  report  was  accepted  on  the  part  of  the 

iloufe- - And  an  order  of  the  Senate  appointing 

Mr.  btrong,  Mr.  Izard  and  Mr.  Lee,  to  join  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Houfe,  to  confider  the  1110ft  eligible 
mode  of  coni  muni  eating  papers,  bills  and  mefia- 
ges.  Mr.  Lee,  Mr.  Burke  and  Mr.  beney  were 
appointed.

THE  prize  of  Virtue  propofed  for  the  country¬ 
man,  who  fiiould  moll  deferve  it,  by  a  long 
irreproachable  conduct,  or  fome  remarkable  in- 
ilance  of  courage  and  humanity,  was  this  day  a- 
warded  to  the  following  perfons. 

Nicholas  B  r  u  s  s  f.  ,  of  the  village  of  Toulonge, 
w'ho,  throughout  a  life  of  lixty  years,  has  been°in 
the  conilant  exercife  of  virtuous  aFtions,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  many  misfortunes  he  has  experienced. 

Ebdon  Claret  of  40,  and  Villenoval,  of  20 y 
inhabitants  of  St.  Laurent  de  Cerda,  whole  em¬ 
ployment  was  to  carry  ore,  on  mules,  from  the 
mountain  of  Batere  to  the  forges  at  St.  Laurent. 
Fhefe  muleteers,  returning  from  Batere,  find  the 
moll  dangerous  torrents  in  the  province  extremely 
levelled.  The  youngeft  takes  upon  liimfelf  to 
found  the  pafiagc.  He  gets  upon  his  mule,  laden 
with  ore,  and  enters  the  water.  The  mule  is  foon 
carried  away  by  the  llream,  and  Villenoval  lo- 
fes  his  feat.  His  comrade,  feeing  him  on  the  point 
of  being  drowned,  rulhes into  the  river,  feizes  Vil¬ 
len  o  v  a  l,  and  drags  him  to  the  oppofite  fide.  Per¬ 
ceiving  the  m  ule  of  his  young  friend, and  this  mule 
was  his  all,  ready  to  perifii,  he  again  plunges  in, 
comes  up  to  the  mule,  cuts  the  girths  to  difengage 
the  load,  but  the  animal  in  llruggling  llrikes  him 
on  the  head,  and  Cl  a  r  e  t  is  carried  aw  ay  fenfelcfs 
by  the  torrent.  Villenoval  cannot  bear  to  fee 
his  preferver  perifii,  ruihes  into  the  water,  and  afrer 
feveral  efforts  has  the  good  fortune  to  bring  Cla¬ 
ret  to  the  ihore.
